No teeth 
yet to 
smoking 
bylaw 


O Athabasca latest Alberta municipality to ban 
smoking in cars with kids O Public education 
seems to trump ticketing 


Bylaws to encourage butting out while 
driving with kids in the car are growing 
in popularity — but the bark appears to 
be worse than the rules’ bite. 

While three bylaws have now been 
created, those promoting and enforcing 
them say it’s more of a public education 
issue. 

“We haven’t been issuing a lot of tick¬ 
ets,” said Tim Stobbs, leader of the 
municipal enforcement team in Okotoks. 
“It’s mostly educational. Normally we 
have brochures we hand out to 
(offenders) if we encounter them.” 

The Town of Okotoks was the first to 
establish such a bylaw back in 2008, 
making it illegal to smoke in vehicles 
when children under the age of 16 are 
present. 

Stobbs said only warnings have been 
issued so far in 2011, and that since the 
bylaw came into effect two and a half 
years ago, no second offenders have been 
ticketed. 

Whether that’s because people are get¬ 
ting the message or it’s hard to enforce 
remains up for discussion. 

When Leduc created their bylaw in De¬ 
cember to protect those under the age of 
18, Health Minister Gene Zwosdesky said 
a provincewide bylaw isn’t necessary. 

In light of the Athabasca bylaw, also 
protecting those under 18, Zwozdesky 
told reporters earlier this week the 
province might look into such 
legislation. # heather mcintyre

Mark Twitchell denied 
knowing murder victim 
Johnny Altinger, but when 
police found him with the 
dead man’s car, 
prosecutors say the would- 
be screenwriter spun a sto- 
ly too fantastic to believe. 

Twitchell is on trial in 
the first-degree murder of 
Altinger in a rented garage 
in October 2008. 

Prosecutors allege that 
two weeks after Twitchell 
wrote and directed a movie 
about a man abducted and 
murdered, he followed the 
script for real and killed Al¬ 
tinger. 

They also say they will 
enter into evidence a 
laptop diaiy, which they 
say graphically details the 
knifing and 
dismemberment of 
Altinger, and speaks of 
TwitchelTs plan to become 
a serial killer. 

It’s alleged that Altinger 
was expecting to meet a 
woman he’d met on an In¬ 
ternet dating site when he 
drove his red Mazda 3 to 
the garage on Edmonton’s 
south side. 

He wasn’t seen again. 
About two years later 
police fished his remains 
out of a sewer. 

Days after the disappear¬ 
ance, Joss Hnatiuk, 
TwitchelTs film buddy, got 
a call. 

“Mark phoned me up to 
tell me about how he was 
at a gas station and met a 
guy who said he was mov¬ 
ing to the Caribbean with 
his sugar momma and was 
going to sell his stuff off,” 
Hnatiuk testified Thursday. 

The seller was 
desperate, Twitchell told 
Hnatiuk, and sold him his 
red Mazda 3 for all the 
money in TwitchelTs wal¬ 
let—$40. 

“It sounds like one of 
those things too good to be 
true,” Hnatiuk remembers 
telling Twitchell. “He 
thought so, too.”

A missing couple last seen 
Dec. 27 has more tools 
working towards solving 
their disappearance since 
the case file was handed 
to homicide detectives, 
police say. 

Sean Jenkinson 
said his two-person miss¬ 
ing persons unit did all it 
could in investigating 
what happened to Perry 
Kit Wong, 72, and his 
common-law wife, Eloise 


Fendelet, 71. 

A new law being con¬ 
sidered in Alberta would 
allow access to personal 
information such as bank 
and credit card records 
and cellphone activity, but 
until it happens missing- 
persons files rely largely 
on public tips. 

For the most part com¬ 
panies are co-operative 
with police, said Jenkin¬ 
son, but when a search 
goes on for weeks, 
months or years, it gets a 
little tougher without hav¬ 
ing warrants to get com¬ 


pliance on personal 
records of missing per¬ 
sons. 

Homicide Det. Dale 
Johnson has taken over 
Wong and Fendelet’s case, 
which he calls “very much 
a mystery.” 

“That is largely why 
homicide is taking over 
the investigation, because 
we have the capacity to 
obtain those records out¬ 
side of what missing per¬ 
sons can,” said Johnson. 

There are no people of 
interest in the case so far, 
said Johnson.

Repair flaws behind Stampede ride mishap 


The Calgaiy Stampede is 
satisfied with a report is¬ 
sued Thursday regarding a 
broken ride that injured 
10 people last summer. 

According to a report 
written by Anderson Asso¬ 
ciates Consulting Engi¬ 
neers, cracks were found 
in the ride known as the 
Scorpion on July 16, 2010. 

Rather than following 
industry practice of grind¬ 
ing out and re-welding the 
joint, the cracks were sim¬ 


ply welded over, states the 
report. 

“It’s very difficult at this 
time to comment because 
we haven’t had time to ful¬ 
ly review the report,” said 
Tony Diaz, general manag¬ 
er for North American 
Midway Entertainment 
(NAME). 

Spokesperson for the 
Calgary Stampede Doug 
Fraser said despite last 
year’s incident, they will 
continue to use NAME. 


“We have not lost confi¬ 
dence in North American 
Midway,” said Fraser. 
“We’ll be working with 
them to implement the 
recommendations and en¬ 
sure that, again, the rides 
are as safe as possible.” 

One of the 10 injured in 
the accident, Dustin An- 
derson-Sharples, stated on 
Facebook he was seeking 
legal advice before he 
speaks to media.

School rep missed community league 
meeting due to ‘scheduling problems’ 


A proposal for a 100-spot 
parking lot on the Campus 
Saint-Jean of the University 
of Alberta may get stalled if 
the neighbouring commu¬ 
nity league gets its way. 

Though its members ap¬ 
preciate the campus land is 
for the university to use as 
it pleases, the Bonnie Boon 
Community League thinks 
paving over a sports field 
benefits no one, said its 
president. 

“We don’t have a whole 
lot of green space here in 
Bonnie Boon and there’s 
underused parking in the 
community,” said BBCL 
president Nancy Rempel, 
citing street parking and a 
nearby abandoned groceiy 
store between campus and 
Wh 5 ^e Avenue. 

The BBCL passed two 
motions against the park¬ 


ing lot and met with the 
university in Becember to 
determine its concrete 
plans on the issue, but has 
heard the university is still 
gathering options, said 
Rempel. 

“We hope they will be 
good neighbours,” she said. 

Students’ Union council¬ 
lor Laura Scott said for out- 
of-town students, transit is 
not an option. And with 
area parking mostly two- 
hour, it can be a challenge 
for students with back-to- 
back classes, she added.

Nearly two weeks of 
blackouts, distribution 
problems and contamina¬ 
tion fears prompted by a 
leaking, tsunami-damaged 
nuclear plant have left 
stores stripped bare of 
basic necessities. 

People are even turning 
to the ubiquitous vending 
machines for hard-to-find 
bottles of water. 

Bottled water grew 
scarce after officials 
warned that the level of 
radioactive iodine in the 
tap water was more than 
twice what is considered 
safe for babies to drink. 

Tests conducted Thurs¬ 
day showed the levels in 
the city’s water fell to 
acceptable limits for 
infants, but they were up 
in neighbouring regions. 


Food shortages were 
mainly limited to basic 
staples such as rice, 
instant noodles and milk. 

Vegetables, meat and 
tofu, meanwhile, were 
available in most places. 

Radiation has been 
found in raw milk, sea wa¬ 
ter and 11 kinds of vegeta¬ 
bles, including broccoli, 
cauliflower and turnips. 

At the nuclear plant, 
two workers were sent to 
hospital after stepping 
into contaminated water.

Man sentenced to death for knife rampage 


A Japanese court Thursday 
sentenced to death a man 
convicted for a stabbing 
rampage in a popular 
Tokyo shopping district. 

Tomohiro Kato, 28, 
pleaded guilty last year to 
murdering seven people 
and wounding 10 others in 
a crime that horrified the 
nation. 

The former factory 
worker slammed a truck 


into a crowd of people and 
then stabbed passersby. 

The Tokyo District Court 
determined Kato was men¬ 
tally competent at the 
time. 

It rejected the defence’s 
request for leniency in sen¬ 
tencing, according to Kyo- 
do news agency. 

“It’s an inhumane and 
cruel act. It’s not an exag¬ 
geration to say that all of

Kyodo quoted presiding 
judge Hiroaki Murayama 
as sajdng.

Just 20 minutes before 
the rampage began, he 
wrote, “It’s time.”

Is this the year of the 
earthquake? First, New 
Zealand and Japan. Now

A powerful quake 
struck northeastern 
Myanmar Thursday night, 
killing one woman and 
shaking buildings as far 
away as Bangkok. No 
tsunami was generated.

Buildings swayed hun¬ 
dreds of kilometres away, 
including in Bangkok, 
Hanoi, Vietnam, and Man¬ 
dalay, Myanmar. 

“We are afraid to go 
back into the house,” said 
a 34-year-old woman from 
Mandalay. 

Australian Max Jones 
was in his 27th-floor 
Bangkok apartment when 
his building shook so hard 
he had to grab the walls to 
keep from falling.

UN experts 
speak out 
for missing 

Hundreds of people have 
disappeared in Libya over 
the past few months in 
what UN human-rights ex¬ 
perts said Thursday might 
amount to a crime against 
humanity.

“I think the cheque’s fu¬ 
ture is downward, but it’s 
going to be with us for a 
while,” says Christie Chris- 
telis of Technology Strate¬ 
gies International in 
Oakville, Ont. Over the past 
15 years, the debit card has 
displaced the cheque al¬ 
most completely in the re-

tail sector, he says. 

But while it can be 
cheaper to use online or 
telebanking to pay bills, 
schools, summer camps 
and most small businesses 
still rely on cheques. 

“It’s less expensive for 
the customer and less prob¬ 
lems for me,” says Igor Ro¬ 
manov, owner of ARS 
International Inc., an appli¬ 
ance-repair business in 


Montreal. Otherwise, Ro¬ 
manov says he’d have to 
pass on to customers the 
price of a wireless pajmient 
device. 

NEBS Canada, which 
supplies cheques to small 
businesses, says the use of 
cheques has remained rela¬ 
tively stable in recent years. 

“Mostly, it’s for the pa¬ 
per trail,” says Wes Carring¬ 
ton, associate product 
marketing manager at 
NEBS in Midland, Ont. 

“And when you’re doing 
your accounts payable or 
pa 5 n:oll, it’s always nice to 
have that receipt to show 
that you’ve made the pay¬ 
ment,” he says.

Toyota to resume production of Prius, Lexus 


Toyota Motor Corp. will 
soon resume production 
of the Prius and two other 
hybrid models, the compa¬ 
ny said on Thursday, while 
rival Honda Motor Co. has 
extended its Japan auto 
shutdown until early April 
in the aftermath of the 
massive quake and tsuna¬ 
mi. 

Toyota, the world’s No. 1 
automaker, plans to restart 
production of the Prius and 
two Lexus hybrids — the 
HS 250h and CT 200h — on 
Monday. The Prius is made 
at the Tsutsumi factoiy in 
western Japan, while the 
Lexus models are produced 
in the southern island of 
K5mshu. 

As for the company’s 


nine other factories in 
Japan, Toyota has said only 
that shutdowns will last 
until at least Saturday. It 
will have lost production of 
about 140,000 vehicles by 
then. 

Separately, Honda said 
that the suspension of car 
production at its Saitama 
and Suzuka factories will 
be extended to April 3. It 
had previously said produc¬ 
tion was halted until Sun¬ 
day. 

It is restarting produc¬ 
tion of motorcycles at its 
Kumamoto factoiy on 
Monday. 

Japanese automakers 
suspended production af¬ 
ter the March 11 earth¬ 
quake due to power 


shortages and damage to 
suppliers’ factories in 
northeastern Japan. 

There are fears that 
shortages of key Japanese- 
made components could 
shrink global automobile 
production by up to 40 per 
cent if the idled plants are 
not operational by early 
May. 

U.S.-based IHS Automo¬ 
tive warned on Thursday 
that a drop in output of up 
to 100,000 vehicles per day 
was possible if major sup¬ 
ply disruptions out of 
Japan persist for up to 
eight weeks after the 
March 11 earthquake. 

Michael Robinet, vice- 
president of global vehicle 
forecasts, estimated the in- 


dustiy’s daily production at 
roughly 280,000 to 310,000 
vehicles. 

The highly integrated 
nature of the global auto 
industiy means the North 
American plants, including 
those in Canada, would be 
affected if Japanese-made 
parts become scarce. 

The impact in Canada 
would be felt beyond Toy¬ 
ota and Honda because U.S. 
automakers also use Japan¬ 
ese parts. 

That means Ford Motor 
Co. of Canada Ltd., 
Chiysler Canada Inc. and 
General Motors of Canada 
Ltd. could see production 
fall off.

Rogers Communications 
Inc. has agreed to donate 
$275,000 to post-secondary 
schools as part of a settle¬ 
ment with the Canadian Ra¬ 
dio-television and 

Telecommunications Com¬ 
mission, which launched 
an investigation into its 
telemarketing practices. 

The federal regulator 
said Thursday that Rogers 
has agreed to conditions 
over its use of automated 
calling to tell its prepaid 
mobile customers how to 
buy more minutes. Rogers 
is the latest of the Big 3 
telecommunications com¬ 
panies to come under fire 
from the CRTC for its tele¬ 


marketing practices. Simi¬ 
lar agreements were 
reached earlier with Telus 
and Bell Canada, neither of 
whom admitted fault. 

Rogers did not admit 
fault but agreed to stop 
making the calls without 
customer consent. The 
company also said it would 
donate $175,000 to the 
Ecole poljhechnique de 
Montreal and $100,000 to 
the British Columbia Insti¬ 
tute of Technology.

Treasure trove of artifacts 



Worth

The discoveiy of ancient 
stone tools at an archaeo¬ 
logical dig in Texas could 
push back the presence of 
humans in North Ameri¬ 
ca, perhaps by as much as 
2,500 years. 

Thousands of artifacts 
dating to between 13,200 
and 15,500 years ago were 
uncovered hy researchers 
led by Michael R. Waters 
of Texas A&M University. 
They report the discoveiy 
in Friday’s edition of the 
journal Science. 

The find was located 
five feet below materials 
left by the well-known 
Clovis culture, which was 
once thought to have 
been the first American 
settlers around 13,000 
years ago. 


It was “like finding the 
Holy Grail,” Waters said. 
To find what appears to 
be a large open-air camp¬ 
site “is really gratifying. 
Lucky and gratifying.” 

The trove of 15,528 ar¬ 
tifacts, including 
chipping debris from 
working stones and 56 
tools such as blades, 
scrapers and choppers, 
was found in the 


Buttermilk Creek 
complex near Austin. 

The location is the old¬ 
est credible archaeologi¬ 
cal site in North America, 
Waters said at a briefing. 
The artifacts were found 
in a 20-centimetre layer 
beneath 1.5 metres of 
earth and other material 
from later human occupa¬ 
tion at the site.

Makeup artists and hair 
stylists move toward Seda 
and his scene-mate, actor 
Dan Ziskie, to remove the 
shine from their faces and 
put stray hairs back in 
place as they prepare for 
another take in season 
two of the HBO series, 
Treme. 

Seda, known for his 
roles in The Pacific and 
Homicide: Life on the 
Street, brings to life a new 
character in Treme: Nel¬ 
son Hidalgo, a venture 
capitalist who comes to 
New Orleans looking to 
help the city rebuild a 
year after the killer 
storm, while helping him¬ 
self in the process. 

“This character is just 
the beauty of David Si¬ 
mon,” said Seda, during a 


recent break in filming. 
“He (Simon) digs deep and 
tells the truth — the 
good, the bad and the ug- 

ly-” 

Seda said Hidalgo looks 
to capitalize on an oppor¬ 
tunity, as many people 
did after post-hurricane 
flooding ravaged New Or¬ 
leans in 2005, and in the 
end comes to love the city 
and all that it has to offer. 

“You know, a lot of 
money came through 
here after the hurricane 
and there are a lot of 
questions left about 
where that money is now. 
Those are the types of sto¬ 
ries that should be told

“And then she said: ‘Fur¬ 
thermore, baby, when you 
get home you ain’t gettin’ 
no sugar tonight,”’ Bachman 
recounted as he laimched in¬ 
to No Sugar Tonight for a 
cheering audience that in¬ 
cluded opera star Measha 
Brueggergosman. The anec¬ 
dote was one of many 
shared by the artists at the 
Massey Hall show, hosted by 
countiy singer-songwriter 
Johnny Reid. 

Other artists in the bill in¬ 
cluded Toronto-bom singer- 
songwriter Dan Hill; 
Halifax-bom folk-rock artist 
Luke Doucet; Ottawa-based 
talent Lynn Miles; Toronto 
pop balladeer Royal Wood;

O Will Arcade Fire’s Grammy triumph guarantee the band a Juno sweep?

Arcade Fire stunned the 
music world by winning al¬ 
bum of the year at the 
Grammys last month, so 
the Montreal rockers will 
not be cast as the plucky 
underdogs heading into 
this weekend’s Junos. 

After the band’s shock¬ 
ing win in the Grammys’ 
top categoiy for their third 
album. The Suburbs, they 
now look more like this 
year’s Juno giants. 

Most observers think the 
band is a shoo-in to claim 
album of the year at the 
Junos this Sunday.

From the first moments of 
The Killing, the mood is 
foreboding. 

The climate for the 
show’s Seattle setting is 
wet. Water plays a key role 
on this series, and you feel 
you could catch cold just by 
watching. But you can’t 
turn away. You’re hooked 
by the spectacle of ordinaiy 
people living their lives. 

Then, catching you by 
surprise only by how long 
it takes to confirm, a mur¬ 
der will disrupt the lives of 
eveiyone in sight. 

The Killing, which pre¬ 
mieres April 3 at 9 p.m. FT, 
is the latest entry in AMC’s 
portfolio of original dra¬ 
mas that began, of course, 
with Mad Men four years 
ago and most recently saw 
the wildly popular attack 
last October by The Walk¬ 
ing Dead. 

In keeping with the 
AMC formula of defying 
formulas. The Killing has 
little in common with the 
network’s other dramas 
other than its fierce dis¬ 


tinctiveness. 

This is a whodunit, un¬ 
leashing Homicide Detec¬ 
tive Sarah Linden (Mireille 
Enos) and her partner 
Stephen Holder (Joel Kin- 
naman) on a grisly case — 
the drowning murder of 
Seattle teen Rosie Larsen. 

This case will drive the 
narrative at least through 
the first season, which, 
episode by episode, will 
cover 12 consecutive days 
of the investigation. 

But there’s more going 
on than that. Rosie’s mur¬ 
der will have an explosive 
impact on the mayoral 
race of Seattle City Council 
President Darren Rich¬ 
mond (Billy Campbell), as 
he becomes swept up by 
the crime. His imperiled 
campaign and political ca¬ 
reer is the show’s second 
narrative strand. 

A third: the aftershocks 
of the murder on Rosie’s 
parents (played by Michelle 
Forbes and Brent Sexton) 
and two little brothers.

They say what comes 
around goes around in 
fashion — and that goes 
for the mistakes, too.

O HBO’s adaptation of the 1941 novel Mildred Pierce 
will strike a chord with today’s viewers O Winslet 
stars as resourceful divorcee in Depression-era saga

A remarkable thing (and 
there are many) about the 
HBO miniseries Mildred 
Pierce is the way it 
breathes. 

This five-part, five-and- 
a-half-hour adaptation of 
the 1941 James M. Cain 
novel is an unhurried peri¬ 
od piece that sets the view¬ 
er down in Depression-era 
Glendale, Calif., and into 
the complicated world of 
its heroine. 

But even as it inhabits a 
long-ago time and place, it 
also seems to dovetail with 
the current day. Leafy 
Glendale of 1931 isn’t ex¬ 
actly the Dust Bowl, but it, 
like the rest of the countiy, 
has been slammed by eco¬ 
nomic crisis that, for the 
viewer, may strike a famil¬ 
iar chord. 

Meanwhile, Mildred’s 
plight is magnified: She is 
suddenly a divorcee, 
forced to find work to sup¬ 
port herself and her two 
young daughters. 

Ambitious and resource¬ 
ful, Mildred will do that 
and then some: She builds 
a restaurant empire. 

But during a saga 
stretching nearly a decade, 
Mildred, despite her busi¬ 
ness successes, will face 
class stigma and a stormy 
relationship with her pre¬ 
cocious daughter, Veda.

Lindsay Lohan has official¬ 
ly rejected a plea bargain 
in her felony grand theft 
case and instead wants to 
go to trial, prosecutors tell 
People magazine.
